The Republican leaders do not now deny that they were then opposed to the
candidacy of Beth Low, but they allowed their opposition to take no definlte

or Irritating shaoe. They sheply Insisted that the Republican party did have

a just and inavitable ralation to municipal affairs; that it did have the right
to nominate and that it musgt exercise that right; that the views and wishes
of Its adherents were entitled to consideration, and that there ought to be a
union between the Cf:izens' organization and the Republican party, but that
It ought to be an honorable, friendly, equitable union, under the terms of
which both should have a voice In ghoosing candidates and in defining pol-
feles.

“This was the exact s‘ate of things up to the time when the Republican
County Committee adopted Commissioner Collls's resolution inviting all anti-
Tammany organizations Into a conference, in order that a day might be fixed
when they should all hold their nominating conventions so that ready con-
ference and harmonlous action might be assured.

The Gits WeiT Bound to Go It Alone.

The Citizens' Union refused to participate in this conference, frankly as-
slgning ag its reason the fact that {t was committed to the ‘go-it-alone’ policy.
Can any honest man, in the face of that fact, charge the responsibility for
disunion upon the Republican party?

Mr. Low Galled an Absolute Despot.
